GIN RICKEY

It was long after midnight and the snow 
was still falling as my friend and I started 
home from Kavako’s. Stepping out of the 
warm interior into the damp District of 
Columbia cold I turned up the rabbit-fur 
collar of my hunting jacket to keep out 
the wet snowflakes. With pork-pie hat set 
jauntily on my head, I waited to cross the 
street until several taxis had slushed by. 

Home for us at the time was Gallaudet 
College, on Seventh and Florida—the only 
college in the world exclusively for the 
deaf. My friend and I were both deafened 
at an early age from spinal meningitis. As 
a consequence, our sense of balance was 
very poor and coming home at night was 
a staggering effort in the dark. The story 
was, however, that the college president 
usually went into explanations to horrified 
neighbors that it was perfectly normal for 
deaf boys to come staggering home in the 
dark and the time to call him up was when 
they were seen to walk a 
straight path. 

So we walked the four blocks home, our 
footsteps crunching a straight path in the 
soft snow, our fingers spelling out com- 
ments and our hands gesticulating in the 
sign language of the deaf—our apprecia- 
tion of the beauty of the snow and how it 
transformed the otherwise 
flats in the area.

Crossing Florida Avenue we came to 
the steps leading up to the campus of Ken 
dall Green, named for Amos Kendall, who 
had given the land to the government as 
the site for the college, back in 1864. The 
stone steps, six or seven, were buried in 
snow, but as we groped and teetered on 
our way up (there were no handrails 
then), I suddenly stopped and stared. The 
drifted snow in the corner of the fourth 
step moved. As I bent closer, there was no 
doubt of it—it moved again. A small red 
mouth opened in a (to me) soundless 
meow—a pitiful, shivering grey-white 
bundle of fur. 

Without another thought I scooped up 
“Gin Rickey” and deposited her in the 
warm recesses of my coat, snug against 
the “G” letter on my heavy wool sweater. 

How I reached my dorm and went to 
bed, I cannot recall. But it was Saturday 
morning and Stan and Pat, my room- 
mates, were shaking me awake. “What's 
the idea?” they kept gesticulating.“* What's 
the idea!” I had no idea to whom or what 
they were referring until they brought in 
Gin Rickey and dumped her on my bed, a 
scrawny, dirty-white kitten. 

“Oh, you mean Gin Rickey,” I said, and, 
cradling the cat in my arm, turned over 
and went back to sleep. 

They gave me another half-hour and 
then really shook me awake. 

“What are you going to do with that 
cat? Get up and clean up your share of 
the room. The Dean will be around on in- 
spection this morning. You can’t keep any

pets in your room, you know that!” 

Reluctantly I washed up and dressed, 
Gin Rickey following constantly and brush- 
ing lovingly against my legs. Stooping 
down to stroke its fur, it was then that I 
first noticed its eyes—a beautiful deep blue. 

“Well, I'll be darned!” 

Filled with a sudden energy, I swiftly 
made my bed, hung up my 
straightened things up and_ generally 
cleaned up. While Stan and Pat reluc- 
tantly stayed with Gin Rickey, I ran out 
to the Greek’s for milk. Returning witha 
quart, we three tough wrestler-footballers 
watched in tender solicitude as she lapped 
up saucer after saucer of the milk. Again 
1 went out—this time to the greenhouse 
area beyond the laboratory. Filling a shal- 
low box with sand I brought it back to my 
room and deposited the box on the floor 
of the ample closet of our study room. 

Then followed a daily routine of empty- 
ing the box, replacing with fresh sand 
each morning. Gin Rickey never gave us 
any house-breaking trouble, daintily mak- 
ing use of her box whenever necessary.

If she yowled, her cries 
fell on deaf ears—ours and those of the 
other fellows whose sleep could hardly be 
disturbed by any caterwauling. Swiftly we 
rinsed her off in clean water and bundled 
her up in a thick towel. A brisk rub-down 
and a bowl of milk soon had her nearly 
back to normal. We left her industriously 
re-washing herself on a pillow placed be- 
side the radiator. 

Next morning we could hardly believe 
our eyes! Gin Rickey was a soft, fluffy 
ball of fur—three shades whiter ! 

In the days that followed, we noted a 
curious thing. When called to: “Here, 
kitty, kitty!” or “Here, Pussy” or if we

clapped our hands or snapped our fingers, 


there was no response. If we suddenly 
stamped on the floor, however, Gin Rickey 
would jump sky-high! We could only 
conclude that she, too, was deaf, and that 
some previous owner, noting her deafness, 
had abandoned her on what was considered 
a logical doorstep—the college for the 
deaf. Though why he should choose a 
snowy winter night to do so is another 
one of those mysteries of man’s inhuman- 
ity to man and beast. 

Winter gave way to Spring and Gin 
Rickey was still living with us, now a 
true white with the bluest eyes you could 
ever imagine in a cat. Upperclassmen 
showed us a chapter in their abnormal psy- 
chology textbooks telling about albinos— 
human and animal—and their tendency to 
blindness or deafness. Gin Rickey—all 
white, blue eyes, and deaf—was a partial 
albino—a most lovable one. 

When not chasing around the two rooms 
after an imaginary playmate, she would 
leap up on my desk and bat my pencil 
around as I[ wrote, or curl up in the mid- 
dle of my textbook. After getting shoved 
around a couple of times, she got the habit 
of curling up in the crook of my free arm 
and dozing off into a warm, 


purring 
dream. 


June came, and the college was getting 
ready for the summer exodus. What to do 
with Gin Rickey? Came graduation day 
and to our surprise, we had an unexpected 
visitor. Our rooms had an ingenious door- 
knocker system, invented some time back 
in the "80s, whereby a doorknob was fas- 
tened to a short chain set in the wall, with 
a sashweight on the end. When the knob 
was pulled out and let go, the crash of the 
weight reverberated through the room. 
Every time someone “knocked,” .Gin Ric- 
key would give a startled leap and scuttle 
off out of sight. 

Our visitor was Professor Hughes, now 
deceased. “H-on-the-chin” was our sign- 
language symbol for him. The professor 
had ceremoniously “knocked,” Gin Rickey 
was off and out of sight with a bound, and 
we had courteously opened our door to

PART IV 
What Foods Do Cats Need? 


To better understand the food require- 
ments of our cats it might be helpful to 
study them in a semi-wild state. When a 
cat is left to its own resources it usually 
manages to survive, perhaps not as well 
so far as weight is concerned, but with 
health, strength, and agility. In foraging 
for food a cat will generally consume the 
entire animal that it catches, and therein 
lies one of the secrets of its well-being. 

We know that cats are carnivorous ani- 
mals living principally upon the flesh of 
other animals. However, not only do they 
obtain the flesh that they need to supply 
their proteins, but by consuming the stom- 
ach and intestines of their catches, contain- 
ing partially digested grains and vegeta- 
bles they meet their carbohydrate require- 
ments. They obtain their vitamins and 
minerals by eating the vital organs and 
bones, and from the blood of their prey 
they also obtain precious nutrients. All 
this supplies a well-balanced diet, so a 
“free” cat’s well-being depends only upon 
how good a hunter it is. The exercise it 
obtains through its hunting keeps its body 
in a healthy and strong condition. 

For those of you who have only one or 
two cats as pets, the problem of what to 
feed them is not a very difficult one. Gen- 
erally pets will learn to eat almost every- 
thing a family does. If not, they can be 
fed a diet that will be good for them sim- 
ply by following the advice given through- 
out this series of articles. Sometimes we 
owners of pets will permit our animals to 
get the best of us, and their refusal to eat 
what is good for them comes about 
through our refusal to force them to eat 
what they should. Many of us will break 
down and go out and buy them special 
tidbits which do not add in their general 
health in any way. Sometimes this has 
presented such a problem that my custo- 
mers have begged me to keep their cats 
for a while in order to get them back on 
an even keel. 

When these “prodigal” cats come back 
to me, they are given the same beneficial 
diet all my cats receive and which they 
thrived so well upon before they left to go 
to their new homes. They may not eat for 
two days, but when they get hungry 
enough, they will begin to enjoy the 
healthful food I have offered them. After 
about a week they are returned to the own- 
ers who wonder how I do it. It is just that 
the owners are too soft-hearted and believe 
that if cats do not eat every day they will 
starve. I explain to them that when things 
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get out of hand this is the best method 
and it is to the best interests of the cats to 
see that they receive he proper food. 

For those of us who have a number of 
cats the problem of feeding not only con- 
cerns the health of the cats, but is a mat- 
ter of economics as well. The cost of 
foods can reach large sums as the num- 
bers of cats increase. Even though there 
are only one-third the number of cats here 
at Gallahad than there were, say, three 
years ago, my feeding bill still amounts 
to $25.00 weekly. 

How much, when, and what to feed is 
a problem for which there are many 
answers. To my way of thinking, the 
amount of food depends upon each indi- 
vidual cat. Some eat more than others, 
some will get fat faster than others, while 
some may look as if they are continually 
being starved. One must learn what 
amount of food will keep any particular 
cat fit and not fat. 

It is my belief that feeding your cats 
twice daily is the best method. A cat's 
stomach is not large enough to hold 
great amount of food, and if it is fed only 
once a day it must stuff itself in order to 
have enough to carry it through the day. 
This, I think, is very definitely detri- 
mental to the best health of the cat. 

They say that variety is the spice of 
life, and I also believe that this applies to 
our cats. One should feed variety of 
foods and not depend upon only one, for 
different foods provide different nutrients, 
and it is essential to provide all the 
nutrients for your cat. 

In going into a little more detail on 
how much to feed your cat keep in mind 
that fully grown cats do not need as much 
to eat as when they were in the process of 
growing. They should receive only the 
amount needed to keep the cells function- 
ing properly, for after all the cells have 
been formed food requirements lessen. 
When a cat is overfed it will get fat, 
and this is more harmful than good. 
Should that happen, the diet must be re- 
duced, for too much fat will present many 
health problems. 

My policy with growing cats is to feed 
them all they can eat, twice a day, for 
this is the time when food is most im- 
portant to them. As the body grows, new 
cells form and multiply, and to insure its 
best growth a cat must receive the nec- 
essary amount of food to maintain a per- 
fect balance. All the nutrients must be 
included, plus supplemental vitamins and 
minerals. 

During pregnancy one must be ex- 
tremely careful in the amounts of food 
that are fed to the mother cat. In knowing 
the requirements of the cat before preg- 
nancy you will have a good idea of what 
she is accustomed to eating which will 
help you judge how much to feed while 
the kittens are forming. It is my _ belief 
that only a small additional amount should 
be added during pregnancy, say about one- 
fourth more. If the mother is fed too 
much the fetuses will grow too rapidly, 
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making them too large for presentation 
at birth. The size of the kittens at birth 
does not necessarily indicate the state of 
their health. The birth of the kittens 
should not be too difficult and keeping 
their size within reason will make it easier 
for the mother cat. 

After the kittens have been born is the 
proper time to feed extra and larger 
amounts of food to the mother cat. This 
will permit her body to meet her own 
needs and also to provide an ample amount 
of nourishing milk for the requirements 
of the kittens. After the weaning you 
must drastically reduce the amount of 
food to the mother cat so that her body 
can adjust itself and return to normal. 
During pregnancy and _ lactation you 
should also resort to the feeding of sup- 
plemental vitamins and minerals. 

Determining when to feed your cats 
depends largely on the operation of your 
own household. Here at Gallahad, the cats 
are fed at seven in the morning and seven 
in the evening, and, believe me, the cats 
know when it is seven o'clock even if 
they can not read. About a half-hour be- 
fore time they begin to raise a ruckus by 
ringing their little bells, knocking the 
dishes around and talking it up. After I 
have mixed the food in the pan I take 
the and rattle it around the pan. 
This really creates activity, and when I 
enter their rooms they are so delighted to 
see me with each one trying to tell me, 
“Me first, mommy—me first.” 

That is the way all cats should be, eager 
to eat their food. If not, you have been 
feeding them too much and they have 
become persnickity and will balk at eating. 
This is the time to take the food away 
from them and let them miss a meal or 
two. They will soon perk up and start 
eating again. But some cats do like a little 
extra delicacy added to their food such as 
supplements, baby meats or brewer's 
yeast. In cases like this it would be well 
to yield to their wishes and provide that 
little extra favor.

What to feed your cat? Each breeder 
has his or her own idea on this and | 
doubt very much if you can get any two 
people to agree on what particular food 
or product of food is most suitable. I will 
not attempt to tell you what specific foods 
to feed your cat. Each individual cat 
must be studied to determine what suits 
it best. We have discussed all the various 
nutrients and why they are needed. From 
that you can work out your own diet and 
keep in mind, the better the diet the more 
healthy your cats will be. Scientifically, 
there has not been a conclusive report 
published as yet on the nutritional re- 
quirements of the cat. Nobody can make 
a specific statement as to what is best and 
what is not best. Until a great deal more 
research is done on the cat we must go 
along as best we can. We can not agree 
on what is best for us humans, so how 
are we going to determine what is best 
for the cat?

BEST FOR CATS

Breeders of all kinds of animals are 
still trying to arrive at the best nutritional 
requirements of their particular species, 
and when one considers how little is 
known of the cat, well, how can anyone 
set himself up as an oracle. 

Study the chart which accompanies this 
article for it will point out to you the 
relative values of each particular kind of 
food and what its nutrients are. 
tioned before, 


As men- 
cats are carnivorous animals 
and should subsist principally upon flesh. 
This can be obtained from either meats or 
fish. In a wild state a cat can obtain meat 
much easier than it could obtain fish. Per- 
haps, this is why fish is such a delicacy to 
cats. But, if any one food is fed con- 
stantly, most cats soon tire of it and want 
something else. It is my belief that nature 
provides this means of pointing out that 
a variety is necessary. 

When feeding the 
animals one 


internal organs of 
should exercise caution. Al- 
though these are most important foods for 
the health of a cat, they can create dysen- 
tery. Such things as liver, heart and kid- 
ney will cause diarrhea if fed to the cat in 
too large amounts. It is better to feed small 
amounts ground up and mixed in with the 
other foods. Vegetables are difficult for 
the cat to digest, and if they are included 
in the food they must be pre-cooked, 
mashed up, and thoroughly mixed in. Since 
saliva is so important to the digestion of 
vegetables and grains, and since cats do 
not chew their food for sufficient lengths 
of time, the pre-cooking aids the cat in 
their digestion. When cats eat the stomach 
and intestines of the animals they capture, 
the digestive process of vegetables and 
grains has already started, therefore, the 
continued process of digestion by the cat 
is made simpler. This is also true of fats. 
In my estimation it is very necessary to 
add a supplement of minerals and vita- 
mins, especially when feeding meats. We 
can not be sure that the required amounts 
of these essentiai nutrients have been con- 
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sumed through the foods. For this reason 
one must resort to adding prepared vita- 
mins and minerals. Little harm can come 
through this supplement, for generally 
excess amounts which are not utilized by 
the body will be easily excreted. However, 
as cats reach maturity the amount of 
calcium should be reduced, except during 
pregnancy and lactation, and there is some 
evidence that tremendous overdoses of 
vitamin D can be detrimental. Vitamins 
and minerals have their most importance 
during pregnancy, lactation, and growth, 
and should be provided in sufficient 
amounts to assure good health for the cat. 

If you, my readers, are keenly inter- 
ested in the nutritional requirements of 
your cats and would like me to pursue this 
subject more diligently so that we may 
learn everything and anything we can, you 
may do so by writing to me in care of 
Cats Magazine. Perhaps, if enough of 
you are interested and show me that you 
want to learn I will utilize my efforts into 
delving into the subject more thoroughly. 
My time is becoming exceedingly scarce 
for research, but I would be willing to 
forego other pleasures in order to help my 
friends in time of need. You see, I con- 
sider each and every one of you as friends, 
but what do you think of me, and do my 
writings aid you in any way? Only you 
can provide the answer to that.

His health seems good, but 
his stool is inclined to be loose and usually a touch of blood. Can 
you tell me if he is suffering and from what disorder?

It would seem that the condition described would be a chronic 
inflammation of the colon. A cure for this is difficult to effect, 
but it may help to try feeding a low bulk diet and offer food 
three to four times instead of just once. B complex vitamins 
may be helpful also. It would be a condition requiring both time 
and supervision. 


I have a neutered Siamese male, two years old. He has taken 
to howling from 10 P.M. to 8 A.M. He is strictly a house cat 
and has only been outside during the day and even then very 
rarely. He is in good health and has an excellent appetite. He 
will stop crying and purr strongly if picked up, but will not 
remain quiet for very long. Is there anything I can do to quiet 
him?

You might try giving him 5 grains ammonium chloride three 
or four times daily with plenty of water. It would be much 
better though to have your veterinarian attend to him, as this 
condition can lead to sudden and serious trouble.

Could interbreeding be the cause of this difficulty? She only had 
two kittens, the first was delayed and the second one born five 
hours later. She had an injection between. Would you advise 
against breeding her again?

Of course the West is for her for the 
same reason the East is for Melvin, but what do 
Florida or Michigan or Ohio or Texas know 
about either of them? Very little, only what they 
have picked up second- or tenth-hand. 

And so, when the big day in March finally 
arrives, who is elected president? Why Melvin, 
of course. And when Melvin turns out to be the 
biggest nincompoop in the entire Cat 
who suffers? Certainly not Melvin 

wonderful time. No, every person in every 
club in the country suffers the penalties of not 
knowing who or what they put in office. 

What is the answer?—that’s simple too. So 
simple that practically every club, group, civic 
organization, and school in the country uses it. 
The answer—-proper campaigning. Every person 
running for should have a campaign 
manager. No one can write about his qualifica- 
tions in the first person (I, me, myself) without 
sounding ccnceited. The campaign 
would write about his nominee in the third 
person (he, his, himself). A list of qualifications 
would be drawn up by the campaign managers 
and forwarded to a central bureau which would 
compile the qualifications of the various nom- 
inees, list them on a sheet, and forward a list to 
member cat club in the Country. This 
nominal expense should be borne by the associ- 
ation. The clubs would know the pros and cons 
of the various nominees, and even more impor- 
tant, would know the nominees themselves. They 
would become familiar with the background and 
qualifications of the individuals concerned, and 
for once, would know first-hand what the 
various people represent. Even with the present 
uneven spread in voting power in the country,

The Back Fenee...

As will happen to black leopards, 
Begheera grew and grew and came the 
day when he had to be taken back to the 
ZOO. 

Today, some fifteen years later, a large, 
sleek, nice-dispositioned guy greets this 
wonderful lady when she visits him at the 
3ronx Zoo. 

Slightly, ever so slightly, akin to the 
above is a story that was in the Los An- 
geles Times. It begins with a small stray 
kitten found by the Leonard Housers of 
San Bernardino who decided it would be 
nice to have a cat around the house. 

A fire had just run through the moun- 
tain area of Monrovia, and this lean, al- 
most wild, creature must have been a 
fugitive. They took her home with the ex- 
pectations of making an ordinary fireside 
puss of her. And they did, except: she 
growls like a lion at mealtime, is as fear- 
less as a tiger, has the speed of a cheetah. 
The authorities of the humane society of 
San Bernardino think that Stringbean’s 
ancestry may well be a mixture of Sia- 
mese and California wildcat. 

Stringbean has grown to slightly larger 
than normal cat size, stands on hind legs 
to box dogs and other cats and absolutely 
sneers at a saucer of milk. But she does 
have a tender side—adores children, and

loves to lounge on the sofa or follow the 
kids to school. 

The Housers have learned to love this 
strange creature and fearfully wonder ev 
ery time she goes out, if the day has come 
when she will return to the life she knew 
before they found her. 

Down in South America, there is a 
small girl hoping her cat w// return to the 
familiar. From Rio de Janeiro, the Asso- 
ciated Press reports that Brazil is pre- 
pared to send a cat into space. A tomcat 
named Flamengo is betting nine lives that 
a new space age is beginning for cats. 

The Brazilian army, ignoring thousands 
of letters of protest from animal lovers, 
will place Flamengo in a rocket called 
Felix I and shoot him up seventy-two 
miles. They are certain there is no chance 
of disaster befalling this high-flying feline. 

Col. Manuel dos Santos Lage, the project 
director, said the cat belongs to his daugh- 
ter and he would not expose him to death. 

Flamengo will ride in a transparent 
plastic chamber near the nose. When the 
rocket attains the maximum altitude, the 
air-tight nose chamber breaks off. It is 
designed to fall freely until it returns to 
heavier air closer to the earth. One para- 
chute will open and then a short time 
later the second one will open and lower 
the nose softly to earth. Flamengo will be 
released and Brazil will claim an authen- 
tic cat who can really say, “Man, you 
send me.” 

The cats at the United States Army base 
at Edgewood, Maryland, were put to a 
pretty traumatizing test, too. The army’s 
Chemical Corps has developed a gas that 
temporarily destroys the will to fight. To 
demonstrate its effect, mice and cats were 
used in the experiment. 

First the mice were introduced (?) to 
ungassed cats and the usual cat-try-to- 
catch-mice game began. The mice were 
then rescued and the cats were given a 
sniff or two of the gas. This time when 
the mice were put in with the cats, these 
fierce warriors, these mighty hunters, 
turned into mewing frightened kits. 

Scientists say they don’t know yet if the 
cat, in his gassed condition, thought the 
mice were ferocious animals trying to eat 
him or whether his nerves became so sen- 
sitive that any kind of movement gave him 
the jitters. 

Too bad they hadn’t read the article in 
the December issue of Pageant, “Parlez- 
Vous Dog ‘N’ Cat Talk?” Vinson Brown, 
author of the article, explains that animal 
talk consists almost entirely of emotional 
expressions such as we make when we 
grunt or smile or frown. As a projector of 
emotions, it is usually far more subtle and 
complex than the rather rare emotional 
talk of men, and for this reason large 
parts of it often remain mysteries to us. 

Mr. Brown says that cats, unlike dogs, 
have no “pack language.” They never 
need the association of older cats to ex- 
press whatever feelings they wish to ex- 
press. They use their purr to tell others 
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when they are completly happy—a harsh 
growl to show displeasure or anger. A 
hiss needs no explanation. The final stand 
against injustice or danger is made by 
every hair standing on end—tail up—ears 
laid back—and the lips drawn to show 
the teeth. And only the most reckless will 
disregard these signs. 

Two rival males, strange as it may 
seem, do not act this way. The primary 
object of their battle is to bluff the other 
into running. The lashing of the tail and 
the facial snarl, interspersed with spit- 
ting, wails and growls continues until one 
either runs or—having failed to bluff— 
rushes his enemy. Each trying to swing 
his body under the other and bring his 
hind feet and claws into action against 
the belly of his foe. 

A cat will clean itself with paw and 
tongue after a dangerous experience or 
when it has fought another cat. This is 
not vanity, necessarily, but an attempt to 
soothe the nerves by doing something nat- 
ural and instinctive. 

Each cat will develop his own manner 
of communication with the people where 
he lives. He learns quickly how to get the 
best from humans and seems to know 
whom he can wheedle and whom he can 
bully to get what he wants. 

Some cats evidently took a quick course 
in French. The Los Angeles Times tells of 
Janine Grandel, a French actress and her 
seventy cats. 

Two years ago when she came to United 
States, she brought eight cats with her. 
She plans to take 650 pounds of cats back 
to France when she returns. And at 
$20.00 per cat, the French Line smiles. 

Miss Grandel has a woman who comes 
to her home every day but Sunday just 
to brush the cats. She spends $350.00 a 
month to feed them the canned food, 
fresh Alaskan halibut, and filet of horse- 
meat that they love. 

Lulu, Bou, Pepi, Colette—every one 
of these seventy has a name and, if so in- 
clined, will, when called, come racing 
over the Laurel Canyon cottage roof from 
the garden, and the fences, and the flower- 
pots. 

Gilbert Paul, Miss Grandel’s husband, is 
reported to feel that his wife has allowed 
her liking for cats to get out of hand. She 
agrees with him, but “what to do?”
